He told 
it not complalnlngly nor bitterly 
but Joyfully. That mental attitude 
toward work never forsook him. He 
had a mind to work. He doubtless 
worked top hard oftentimes until 
midnight in his office.• He literally 
burned the candle at both ends. He 
would rather wear out than rust 
out. Nothing with which he was 
eveV connected could ever say of 
him that he did not give the last 
ounce 'of brain and strength which 
he had. He used to love to visit 
with the men of bis profession— 
and his office was generally filled 
with them from all over the" coun- 
try—but when evening came it left 
him with work undone. And so aft-" 
er dinner he would go back to the 
office and work until midnight or 
later, doing the work which had 
been put aside for his friendships. 


men have, and yet with Indomitable 
energy he made second base. He 
was industrious. No man can ever 
say that Doak Roberts loafed 'on 
the job or mooched his way through 
life, he made what he got. He be- 
longed to the old school and had 
no patience with the new eight 
hour, five and a half day week. 
He also made the third base of 


loyalty. Disloyalty was not in his 
makeup. He never went back on 
his family or his friends. .He never 
betrayed '* situation. He 
never 


sold out. 
He was loyal alike to 


man and situation. He played tho 
game according to the rules, and 
asked for no special favors. He 
stayed by his desk and sacrificed 
much for it. 
Paul said "I have 


fought a good fight." Doak Rob- 
erts could have said, "I have played 
the game according to the rules." 
And-I mean by all this that he 
could be trusted with any responsi- 
bility;: The one great trouble with 
all our modern 
educational and 


training schemes is that they make 
people competent but they do not 
necessarily makes them loyal. Loy- 
alty is a spirit, an attitude which 
comes from something Inside a man 
which Is essentially worthy and 
strong. It never occurred to him 
that he could betray a man or a 
situation. 


Loyalty to His Friends. 
He was loyal to his friends—and 
they rise up and call him blessed. 
He was loyal to his ideals—and he 
never let them escape him. He 
knew what could be done with or- 
ganized'baseball, he had his dreams 
and he was loyal to those ideals. 
He never traded off a higher ideal 
'for a lower one even ff he thought 
it might pay. 
There was in his 


makeup a stern sense of obligation 
to. the best that was in him. He 
had.his failures, and his weakness- 
es as any other man had, he was 
not perfect, and would have been 
the last man to claim that—in fact 
the source of greatest worry to him 
was that he was not better. He 
never was so sincere about it that 
he .doubted his 
own 
acceptance 
with God. But in all his anxieties 
and his humilities he had an inner 
something noble about iilm; there 
was a shrine at which he always 
worshipped, and a worthiness In 
him to which he was always loyal. 
There is a ruggedness in some men 
which causes them to say that very 
thing in the presence of temptation 
—"I just cant do that thjng. I 
don't know why but it just isn't in 
me to'do that." That is what we 
call "loyal to the royal within." 
I am not trying to make an ef- 
fiminate saint out of/ this man- 
that would be doing him a grave 
injustice, but I am trying "to say 
this truth about him, that he was 
loyal to the light as he had the 
light I am trying to say that he 
never traded off a' greater good for 
a lesser good. That he made no 
compromise with the truth. That 
he played'the game. He wasn't the 
kind of a player in life's game who 
would run the bases without touch- 
ing them, spike intentionally a fel- 
low player. He was loyal to the 


at last. There was nothing spec- 
tacular about it. 
Some men die 
spectacularly In their youth, on the 
battle field, or in some great fire, 
perhaps-In the first 
battle they 


fight, the sun Is high in the heav- 
ens of their 
existence—and 
they 
make a home run at the first time 
at bat. Their lives go out in one 
great dash. But not so with many 
others, they go to first, they go to 
second, they must wait awhile for 
the move of the next player, they 
go to third, and then finally -they 
go home. 
Nothing 
spectacular 


about It. 


John, the Baptist made a home 


run; he died a tragic death before 
he was 35 years old. The king had 
him beheaded and his head brought 
in on a great dish as an offering 
for a dancing woman. John made 
a home run. But old Paul made 
first base when he was stricken 
down on the Damascus road. He 


made second base when he 'heard 
the Macedonian call and responded. 
He made third base when he started 
back to Jerusalem, and he touched 
home' base along the Appian Way 
when they beheaded him. And as 
he finished his course he said—"I 
have kept the faith, I came around 
slowly, I had to stay on some bases 
longer than on others, but I never 
lost faith in my hope of home base. 


Historic Examples. 
Young Nathan Hale, who was but 
a young soldier, made a home run 
when he was early captured by the 
British and killed as a traitor, but 
George Washington more slowly 
touched home plate 
after 
many 
years of effort. But they achieved 
the final victory. 


And so Doak Roberts believed In 
the final victory. The last book he 
bought and the last book he read 
was a new translation of the New 
Testament. He believed in its mes- 


sage. And I am sure that bo reach- 
ed harae at last. 


My prayers for all his friends, for 


all his companions, for those who 
played the game with him, for all 
his loved ones that they too shall 
touch home base at last. That they 
shall believe in the hereafter, the 
immortality of the soul—and In so 
doing run the bases with patience 
looking unto Jesus, the author and 
finisher of thelr^faKh.

MR. CURTIS THINKS. 
Our 
distinguished vice- 


president, 
Charles Curtis, 


was guilty of the repitition, 
in an Armistice Day address 
in Chicago; of one of those 
statement which have come 
trippingly from the tonges 
of army officers, battleship 
builders and armament man- 
ufacturers—a statement ap- 
parently true on its face, but 
false in all its implications. 


Mr. Curtis is quoted as 


having said: "Much of the 
cost of the last war was caus- 
ed by the fact that we were 
unprepared for it. I hope 
the lesson'-taught by unpre- 
paredness may not be forgot- 
ten. With our wonderful 
prosperity and great 
re- 


sources our country should 
always be prepared for na- 
tional defense.. 
Such 
a 


course will save the possibil- 
ity of Avar." 


Of course we were, unpre- 


pared for the. last war. We 
shall also be unprepared for 
the next war, if there is a 
next war, and if it is fought 
outside our boundaries. Our 
whole theory of 
national 


armament is defensive. We 
are prepared to resist arm- 
ed invasion. We have our, 
navy as a first line, our forts 
and our army as a second 
line, and a great population 
and enormous wealth as a 
not too difficultly organized 
reserve. The last war was 
fought 3,000 miles from our 
eastern shores; it was not a 
defensive war, but an offen- 
sive war — a war for which 
we were not prepared, never 
should. hive been prepared, 
and as long as we keep our 
senses, never will be prepar- 
ed. If Mr. Curtis thinks dif- 
ferently, he not only does not 
know the American people 
— he does not know his own 
neighbors in Kansas, who 
carried the state for Wood- 
row Wilson in 1916 because 
"he kept us out of war." 


Mr. Curtis hopes the les- 


son taught by unprepared- 
ness will not be forgotten. If 
he means unpreparedness 
for such a war as the last 
one, his pious wish is 
ready frustrated. 
We 


not prepared today, 
more than-we were in 1917, 
to fight a war in Europe, 
Asia or Africa. But we are 
as fully prepared for the de- 
fense of our own country as 
circumstances warrant, and 
better prepared than we 
were two decades ago, when 
the world w^s full of large 
standing armies untamed by 
exhausting struggles leading 
to national prostration. 


And Mr. Curtis still be- 


lieves that "preparedness" is 
a factor which "greatly les- 
sens the possibility of war." 
Is he ignorant of the "pre- 
paredness" of Europe for the 
last war? 
It was about as 


complete as it could be. Not 
only did it not lessen 
the 


possibility of war — it made 
war inevitable ! But what is 
history to Mr. Curtis? 
He 


had a speech to make ; he re- 
membered some high-sound- 
'ing phrases. 
Some 
will 


merely smile ; others will 
wonder how a man who 
thinks as Mr. Curtis does (or 
doesn't he?) happens to be 
vice-preside.iit of the United 
States. _

LY DEFICIENT YOUTH 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ark., 


Nov. 26. (AP)—Sheriff Sam 
Johnson advanced today as 
a motive for the torturing, 
mutilation and burning alive 
of a farm hand near here, 
efforts of a bwd of night 
riders to prevent marriage 
of a mentally deficient youth with 
a girl of the community. 


Connie Franklin, 20, farm hand 
who was on his way with his sweet- 
heart. Tiller Ruminer, 16, to be 
married when they were accosted 
by the men, once was an inmate 
of the state hospital for nervous 
diseases at Little Rock. 


Sheriff Johnson said his Investi- 
gation had disclosed there was 
feeling in a certain quarter agamit 
the marriage of the youth with the 
girl. He said he had learned men 
involved in the alleged slaying of 
the youth had mutilated him, but 
had not intended to alay him. 


He said the men, however,, were 


drinking, and when the youth faint- 
ed from pain, they 
"lost 
their 


heads" and burned him alive. 
He said the statement of the Ru- 
miner girl on which he based the 
motive was substantiated by a writ- 
ten statement of a deaf boy, a wit- 
ness to the gruesome crime, 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ark., *?ov. 
26.—(fly-Sheriff 
Sam Johnson of 
Stone county declared today a 
"reign of terror" had been created 
in the St. 'James community Jn 
order to seal the lips of citizens 
regarding a series of crimes by 
a band of night riders that cul- 
minated in the torturing and burn- 
Ing alive of a young farm labor- 
er."Every one who knew anything 
about the slaying of Connie Frank- 
Kn and an attack on his sweet- 
heart was terrorized by a' band 
of men who threatened any one 
who gave information to us," he 
said. 


"But for a note thrown outside 
the Jail by Ross Younger, a broth- 
er of Bill C. Younger, one of the 
men under indictment, we might 
never have uncovered information 
about the slaying," the sheriff 
added. 
"In his note Younger said he 
knew all about the slaying and 
unless his brother and others he 
implicated in it obtained his re- 
lease on ball on the night riding 
charge against him, he would tell 
all he knew." 
Five In Jail. 
Bill Younger, father of five chil- 
dren, and four others are in Jail 
charged with first degree murder 
and four others are being sought 
Two of the men held also face 
statutory charges. 
The girl's account of the tortur- 
ing, mutilation and burning alive 
of her sweetheart was substantiat- 
ed by a written statement of a. 
deaf boy. 


Both wef* quoted by Sheriff 
Johnson as saying a band of men 
accosted the girl and Franklin on 
a lonely mountain road the night 
of last March 10. Franklin was 
beaten and then tortured, she aald. 
and after" he fainted from the 
pain the men, thinking him dead, 
built a fire of logs and placed 
his body on It. 
The father of the girl was sev- 
erely whipped 
by night 
riders 
the night before the slaying, Sher- 
iff Johnson said. He said, how- 
ever, he had been unable to con- 
nect this whipping with the men 
who he charges jlew Franklin.

BURIED WEDNESDAY 
OAKWOODJEMETERY 


PROMINENT BASEBALL OFFI- 
CIAL DIED IN DALLAS WON- 
DAY AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


The body of J. Doak Roberts, 58, 
veteran baseball player, club own- 
er, presdent of the -Texas League, 
and an authority on baseball, who 
died at his home in Dallas Monday 
afternoon at 1:30 o'clock following 
a lingering illness, arrived In C'or- 
slcana, his native ,clty. Wednesday 
morning at 11:50 o'clock, accom- 
panied by a 'number of the mem- 
bers of his family and officials of 
the Texas League. The body was 
taken to the home of Julian (Dude) 
Ransom, 1501 West Collln street. 
The funeral was conducted from 
the Ransom residence Wednesday 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock with bur- 
ial in Oakwood cemetery,, and was 
largely attended by baseball men 
and friends who had known Mr. 
Roberta throughout the years. 
Baseball Men Here. 
Among the baseball men who ac- 
companied the body to Corsicana 
on the Southern Pacific train in- 
cluded T. S. Hickman and 
Art 
Phelan, both of the 
Shreveport 
club;,R. L. Stuart, president of tha 
Beaumont club; Fred Ankeman, 
president of the Houston club! "J-. 
Alvin Gardner, active vice presi- 
dent of the Texas League, Wichi- 
ta Falls, and formerly president of 
the Wichita Falls club; iBob Tarte- 
ton, business manacer of the Dal- 
las club; Homer H. Hammonds, 
president of the-San Antonio club, 
and Julius Schoepps, long-time 
friend, Dallas. Other officials ex- 
pected to arrive early In the after- 
noon were Walter Morris, formerly 
of Dallas; Ike Sablosky. also for- 
merly connected with the Dallas 
baseball club: C. R. Turner of 
Waco, and others. 
Mr. Roberts was born In Corsi- 
cana and was one of the first curvo 
ball pitchers In thin section of Tex- 
as. He played independent base- 
ball in Corsicana and this vicinity 
and was one of the organizers of 
the Texas League in 1902. becom- 
ing the owner of the Corsicana 
club along with a number of asso- 
ciates, including Edward M. Polk, 
Sr.. and other*. Later, he was con- 
nected with the Cleburne, Temple, 
Houston and Dallas clubs. He had 
been president of tha Texas Lea- 
gue for the past eight years and 
his oft-expressed wish to "die in 
the harness" as president of tho 
league he aided in organizing was 
realized. He had been in ill health 
for some time, and last spring was 
given a six-months' leave by tho 
officials and owners of the league, 
Wm. B. Rugrfes was acting presi- 
dent during the playing season.

Commissioner Landls often confer- 
red with Roberts on intricate ques- 
tions and had sent the Texas Lea- 
gue president to Important meet- 
ings as his personal representa- 
tive/- 


He was a member of the nation- 
al committee and was an expert in 
schedule making, being recognized 
as being without. a peer in tho 
South. He also was a friend to the 
mfncr leagues in this section and 
on many occasions ho has coun- 
selled with the local league offi- 
cials. He served one time as pres- 
ident of the Texas-Oklahoma lea- 
gue prior to the organization of 
the Texas Association, and usual- 
ly drew the schedules for the lea- 
gues. 


Formerly In Business Mere. 
In the early days, Mr. Roberto 


conducted a grocery business here 
and later was in the coal and wood 
business. He owned constderablo 
properties in Corsicana as well as 
elsewhere, and was a frequent vis- 
itor to Ills old home town here on 
both business and pleasure trips.

Oldest and latest and divinest of 
all human instincts is that which 
turns toward a home, 
Writers rail at the city's babyless 


apartment houses, and at "econom- 
ically Independent" wives: but these 
do not really represent the mood of 
our modern times. Still, as forever, 
normal women and normal men 
who, thank God, are the great .ma- 
jority of mankind, even 
though 
they may be less noisy than the 
"liberal" few— covet for themselves 
their own rooftrees and firesides, 
with little children playing about. 
If she were to lay aside her pose 


for a moment of sincerity, the "ca- 
reer"-mad college girl, and her sis- 
ter In the musical comedy chorus, 
would rather powder a baby's pink 
skin than their own noses. God 
took care of that when he planted 
the deepest instincts In the life of 
the race. 
What every woman knows, In her 
heart of hearts, la that there Is 
more real happiness In singing lul- 
labies to her own baby than la 
singing Italian operas to the dla- 
mon horseshoe In the Metropolitan 
Opera House. In the 
words of 


Swinburne. 


"All the belle, of heaven may ring, 
AH the birds of heaven may sing,

All sweet sounds, together;

preme devotion of both to their 
offspring, are the one constant 
and paramount 
factor in 
this 


changeful world. The home always 
has been, and always will be, the 
central and normal unit of society, 
and the greatest single Influence in 
shaping character and destiny. 
To build a happy, wholesome 
home la a greater feat than to 
make eloquent speeches or write 
great books. And Its rewards are 
the most Immediate and desirable. 
In the home Is righteousness best 
buttressed and patriotism and in- 
ternational good will made vital. 
The short cut to "social service" Is 
a real home where concern for oth- 
ers is In the atmosphere. Religion 
relies upon the home before ever It 
depends upon the church. All the 
great goals of character are deter- 
mined In the home. 


Mr. R. E. Magill, of Richmond, 
has sent me the outline of a plan 
for "Accredited Christian Homes," 
which they are trying out in Grace- 
Covenant Presbyterian church, and 
promoting generally, in an unor- 
ganized way. As we now have 
standards for everything else un- 
der the sun, it is proposed to let 
up as a standard for "Accredited 
Christian Homes," these four points 
which not a few families In Rich- 
mond have already accepted— 
(1) 
Family Worship, regularly 


maintained. 


(2) Parents assisting 
children 
in the study of Sunday school les- 
sons. 
(3) At least one parent must ac- 


company 
children 
to 
Sunday 
school. 


,(4) At least one parent must ac- 


company children to at least one 
church service on Sunday.

Heflin, 


Nov. 
28. 
democrat, 
Ala- 
jama, Issued 
a statement today 


calling upon cotton farmers, spin- 
ners, and buyers as well as mer- 
chants and bankers of the south 
to furnish a. senate committee In- 
vestigating the causes of the de- 
pressed cotton market with any 
information they might have on the 
situation. 


A member of the committee, Hef- 


lln said It was intended to "expose 
and deal with every Influence and 
agency responsible for the present 
Inexcusable and Indefensable ma- 
nipulation of cotton prices." 


'The committee," he continued, 
"wants every cotton farmer, cotton 
spinner and merchants and bankers 
In the cotton producing states, or 
any one else interested, to write 
the committee giving any Informa- 
tion that they possess 
regarding 


the methods now being employed 
to control the price of cotton." 


Hearings will open on Dec. 12.
